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REV, ARTHUR SHAW SPEAKS ON HYPNOSIS 
Jim Marshall 


On Wed., Feb. 7, Rev. Arthur 
Shaw presented a lecture and dem- 
onstration entitled "Uses and 
Abuses of Hypnotism" in the College 
auditoriun. 

Rev. Shaw outlined the uses of 
hypnotism by doctors and dentists 
to overcome pain and to cure ane- 
nesia patients; and he cited a 
specific case in which stuttering 
was overcome through the use of 
hypnosis, 

He then discussed the abuses 
of hypnotism cautioning, foremost, 
against the amateur's use of it. 
His warning was direct and to the 
point: "A person who is untrained 
should not dabble in hypnotisn. 
Anyone can induce o hypnotic trance, 
but what happens if something 
goes wrong?" 

Commentinr on the process of 
hypnotism, Rev. Shaw had this to 
say: “Hypnosis narrows down the 
field of consciousness to cireun- 
scribed linits; it is like focusing 
the sun's rays through a magnify- 
ine class." 

The climax to the talk cane 
when Rev. Shaw demonstrated as- 
pects of hypnotisn: a waking sure 
restion and trances,. 

The wakinr surrestion con- 
sistei of o demonstration in which 
the subject was told she would fall 
backwards when Rev. Shaw took his 
hanis off her shoulders and the 
result was that she did fell back- 
wards. This was an illustration 
of the power of surrestion, 

The trances were induced on two 
Subjects he had worked with be- 
fore, and a volunteer from the 
audience. In all cases he estab-

The lecture and demonstration 
was concluded by the answerinr of 
questions from the audience.
